Your September issue containing arti- 
cles on African-violets raised a little re- 
sentment in me for it certainly did not 
apply to your many readers who love 
and raise African-violets without bene- 
fit of greenhouses, air-conditioning or 
special rooms. For instance, Mrs. Waller 
says “Anyone can grow African-violets.” 
I agree, but consider her extensive equip- 
ment! 

I am an average person with a home 
and family to care for, have no green- 
house or extraordinary facilities for grow- 
ing plants. Yet I seem to be able to 
produce fine specimens. My African- 
violets are over my kitchen sink—eastern 
exposure—and the majority of them have 
been raised from leaf cuttings in a castoff 
fish aquarium, sand and peatmoss being 
the medium for the rooting. They have 
good care but are not fussed over, and 
they seem to be in the class of some of 
those raised by the “experts.” This is 
accomplished without the above-men- 
tioned facilities. 

I am writing this as encouragement to 
homemakers like myself, to point out the 
fact that African-violets can successfully 
be grown without special equipment. The 
readers must have a bewildered feeling 
when going through some of your scien- 
tific articles. My African-violets bloom 
the year round (I have about fifty plants) 
and are a joy to my family and friends.—

MINIATURE ARRANGEMENTS 
from Lillian L. Ogden, Calif. 

In bottle caps, thimbles and sea 
shells, | make miniature arrangements. 
My smallest container, a plastic cap, 
is % inch high and % inch wide at the 
top. 

Dried materials which may be used 
in these tiny arrangements are statice, 
bits of coxcomb, acacia blossoms, 
gy”sophila, the tips of nandina berry 
clusters and heather blossoms. Other 
suitable materials may be found. Half 
the pleasure of miniature arrangements 
is searching for new material. 

To make miniature arrangements, 
first plan your design and prepare your 
material. Then fill the container with 
melted wax. When the wax has par- 
tially congealed, make your arrange- 
ment right in the container. 


THE WEEDSKI 
from Dr. Carl Binger, Mass. 

It is an incontrovertible fact that 
weeding can crick the back. When the 
back begins to creak, the gardener 
must give up weeding for the day, and 
the weeds creep round and choke the 
flowers. 

To further the fight against weeds 
and free the gardener from unneces- 
sary aches, I have invented the Weed- 
ski. It is made from a stout four-legged 
stool, sections of two old skis, a

wicker basket and a drawer pull. Cut 
down the legs of the stool at the sec- 
ond rung so that the over-all height is 
18 inches. Fasten the skis to the legs 
with wood screws and wire them to 
the bottom rungs of the stool. The 
skis keep the legs of the stool from 
sinking into the soil. 

Attach the wicker basket to the back 
of the Weedski. Your gardening tools, 
plant markers and refreshments may 
be carried about in this basket. The 
drawer pull, nailed under the front 
edge of the stool, serves as a handle 
for carrying the Weedski.

LET’S TAKE A GARDEN TRIP 


The past comes to life 
at Colonial Williamsburg 


A PART OF OUR HERITAGE—the 


charm of 18th century America 
—has been reconstructed for us at Co- 
lonial Williamsburg. The gardens, the 
buildings, the streets of bygone days 
have come to life and we are _privi- 
leged to be able to step back in time 
from the century of satellites to the 
quiet beauty of the days of our fore- 
fathers. 

One of the gardens you will see 
when you come to the Williamsburg 
Garden Symposium next spring is the 
lovely Bryan House Garden. This plot 
of irregular shape contains the many 
working units that were required of a 
typical city garden of the 18th century. 
The kitchen enclosure, with its kitchen, 
wellhead and smoke house, is con- 
veniently adjacent to the main dwell- 
ing. Beyond this enclosure, between 
yard and stable paddock, is a small 
square kitchen garden, planted with 
herbs and small “sallets” for culinary 
uses. 

The pleasure garden is a combina- 
tion of fruit trees, topiary specimens 
and hedges. In the center bed there is 
a fluffy “setting hen” topiary, and the 
four corners contain geometric pieces. 
Dwarf fruit trees—apple and pear— 
were popular in the 1700’s as stand- 
ards or for espalier work on walls 
and trellises. The elegant arbor and 
enclosed terminal seat are character- 
istic garden ornaments of that era. 

The following are some of the plant 
materials used in the Bryan House 
Garden: 


Cornelian-cherry dogwood (Cornus 
mas). This small flowering tree is one 
of the earliest to bloom in the spring; 
brilliant yellow flowers appear before 
the foliage. 

China-berry (Melia A zedarach). This 
is a beautiful tree with large sprays of 
lavender flowers that appear in May. 
Clusters of yellow berries hang on the 
tree during the winter. It is hardy as 
far north as Washington, D. C. This 
is not the umbrella-like form, M. 
azedarach umbraculiformis, which was 
not known until 1860. 

Medlar (Mespilus germanica). This 
small tree has single white flowers and 
persimmon-like russet fruit. Of an- 
cient cultivation in Europe, it was 
a popular fruit of the 16th and 17th 
centuries. 

Common cherry-laurel (Prunus Lau- 
rocerasus). An evergreen with showy 
white flower spikes and black berries 
which last all winter. It comes from 
the Near East, and is not hardy in the 
North.

We are pleased and very proud that the camellia is 
now successfully grown out-of-doors as far north as Philadelphia and Long Island, as well as in green- 
houses throughout the country, and we've taken this opportunity to clarify the unique character of our 


organization and our program. 


1. What is All-America Camellia Selections, Inc? 


Our organization, which is also known as “AACS,” 
was established in 1950 by a group of America’s 
leading hybridizers and nurserymen. It has no con- 
nection with the American Camellia Society and 
is independent of other All-America testing asso- 
ciations. Broadly, our objective is to test throughout 
the camellia-growing areas as many new camellias 
as are entered, and to give awards to those which 
qualify as the best, publicizing the award winners 
and encouraging the public to plant and enjoy more 
camellias. 


2. Who may enter a camellia in the AACS tests? 
What are the requirements? 


Anyone may enter a new camellia. It must not have 
been sold or otherwise distributed, and the entrant 
must have exclusive possession or control. Details 
and application forms are available from AACS. 


3. Where are the AACS test gardens? 


Gardens are in Virginia, South Carolina, Georgia, 
Alabama, Louisiana, California, and Oregon. Addi- 
tional gardens are now being established to assure 
wider coverage of soil and climatic variations and 
to provide more comprehensive evaluations. 


4. Who judges the camellias? 


Each garden was originally staffed by three amateur 
judges, none associated with any nursery and each 
chosen for his knowledge and his devotion to ca- 
mellias. With the reorganization now in progress, 
there will be a balanced corps of judges, consisting 
of amateurs, nurserymen, and professional horticul- 
turists. No judge may score an entry owned or 
controlled by himself or by his firm or associates. 


5. How are the winners determined? 


The test period lasts three years or, if necessary, 
longer, until an entry fairly demonstrates its merits 
or demerits. Entries are scored under actual grow- 
ing conditions in each garden, with care equivalent 
to that given the average home planting. A uniform 
point system, differing slightly for the several types 
of camellias, is used to evaluate such factors as 
hardiness; growth characteristics; foliage; profusion, 
duration, and quality of bloom; fragrance, if any, 
and distinguishing novelty features. Scores and 
comments of the judges are submitted to the mem- 
bers of All-America Camellia Selections, Inc., for 
final consideration. 


6. Will Cinderella, the 1957 AACS Award Winner, 
do well in all areas? 


No plants of this variety were sold prior to the fall 





of 1956 and the winter and spring of 1957, so there 
has been insufficient time to completely evaluate its 
performance in all home gardens. (It often takes a 
year for camellias to become established in a new 
location, particularly since many plants, because of 
quarantine restrictions, must be shipped without 
earth on the roots.) Cinderella is a mutation or 
sport and sometimes, when a new variety is so 
originated, a reversion may occur. This is caused by 
inadvertent use of reverted propagating material, 
and most nurserymen will willingly make replace- 
ments. From its behavior in the test gardens and 
elsewhere, Cinderella promises to do well in the 
various camellia-growing sections of the United 
States. 


7. Reticulatas are generally less hardy than other 
camellias and require protection in many areas. 
Why, then, was Buddha chosen by AACS as its 1958 
Award Winner? 


Buddha was selected as representative of the newest 
and finest camellias of the world, with a special 
recommendation for its culture in the milder areas. 
AACS publicity stresses that Buddha may be ex- 
pected to perform well anywhere that the usual 
C. reticulatas may be grown successfully. Others 
have displayed their best performance in the milder 
sections, particularly in California, and how well 
Buddha will do elsewhere has yet to be determined. 
Reticulatas are unusual and beautiful camellias and 
offer the thrill of new plant habits, new colors, and 


_unique form. Test results confirmed that Buddha 


is unquestionably one of the best of this novel and 
beautiful class. 


8. What are the future plans of AACS? 

An expansion of the testing program is underway, 
with more test gardens and a wider judging range. 
We are encouraging the entry of every good, new 
camellia. The breeding and entry of new seedlings 
of existing and new kinds, particularly hybrids from 
the crossing of differing species, is already under- 
way, with originations from some of the country’s 
most noted hybridists currently being tested. The 
improvement of the camellia through planned re- 
search by specialists should produce new types, 
colors, and greater hardiness, wider adaptability, 
and perhaps a definite fragrance. Overall methods 
will be studied and improved where ‘and when 
possible, with due emphasis upon overcoming 
initial mistakes and profiting from experience. The 
AACS label will continue to be a guarantee of 
quality and distinction, symbolic of the country’s 
highest honor, that of an All-America Camellia 
Selection.

Plan a green 
and white garden 


by MARTHA COMPTON 


OF READS AND HEARS a good bit 
about a green and white garden. 
There are enough good whites for 
you to have a choice of shrubs, peren- 
nials and annuals. However, as a plan 
for the whole garden season, it could 
be monotonous and it is much more 
stimulating to have color in your gar- 
den, limiting the green and white to 
one or two pictures. I have done much 
of my green-and-white planning with 
catalogs—using both seed and plant 
lists. 

Have your first picture in the early 
spring. For instance, if you have a 
wild plum, use that for the deep back- 
ground and a Nanking cherry for the 
immediate backing—you have an ex- 
cellent start. (The Nanking cherry, 
Prunus tomentosa, is a little-known, 


but excellent small tree which blooms 
very early, has red berries and a small 
leaf.) Under the cherry use two 
groups of tall white tulips, choosing 
your variety from the many offered. 
Near them, in front—a showing of the 
large white trillium, and in front of 
them, ten or twelve white bloodroot. 

A second choice for spring could 
be: a double-flowering white lilac for 
your background; below, or near, de- 
pending on the size you have chosen 
for your picture, use a white Japanese 
quince (another little-known shrub, 
with a leaf that remains good all sum- 
mer). With these use thalictrum for 
height; old fashioned garden-helio- 
trope for fragrance; if you have light 
shade, white impatiens will bloom all 
through the summer. For a border, 
iberis (perennial candytuft) is effec- 
tive, and if you shear off the first 
blooms, it may bloom again. 

In early summer, the double-file 
viburnum (Viburnum tomentosum) 
may be used as a background; or the 
late deutzia. Boltonia gives a soft 
hazy effect, for height. Use white 
nicotiana near it for its fragrance, and 
if you have room, a clump of pure 
white Miss LinGAarD phlox. This is 
a tall early phlox with a shiny leaf 
and strong fragrance, and it must have 








enough room. If you keep it trimmed, 
it will flower into October. It is an 
excellent perennial, and important in 
your white garden. 

Many of the lilies, while not en- 
tirely white, give an effect of white, 
and at night perfume your whole area. 
If it is possible to use a vine, select 
a large white clematis. For annuals, 
choose nicotiana and the variety of 
white petunia you like best. Most 
white petunias are good for cutting 
and add scent to your garden. Sweet 
alyssum makes an excellent border, 
and if it is kept sheared, it will bloom 
all summer. 

For another late summer picture: 
use the shrub Clethra alnifolia for 
your background, as it has a white 
bloom. Rose-of-Sharon also has a 
white variety (this has a pink eye, but 
not enough to spoil the white effect). 
For the tallest perennial, have plenty 
of Japanese anemones. Shasta-daisies 
will fill in, as well as tall white veron- 
ica. Cleome in white is a good annual, 
and it reseeds freely. Bells-of-Ireland, 
a little-known annual with green flow- 
ers, also reseeds easily, and gives a 
new green to your garden. Baby zin- 
nias in white add another texture, and 
the lovely white carnation adds a spicy 
accent to your scents.®

Find new plants

N°s. IT IS TIME to order seeds and 
plants for next summer’s bloom 
—a time for decision which we all en- 
joy. Of course there are always the 
beloved stand-bys that we simply have 
to have. But why not make it a rule 
to try something unknown as well for 
contrast? 

I have found this habit very inter- 
esting, and would like to share the 
adventure. It is a real adventure. I 
have had my garden only three years, 
but in this time I have made several 
rewarding discoveries, and I intend to 
make more. For there is a fascination 
in having some plants in your garden 
that are totally unknown quantities, so 
that you have no idea what eventually 
will be brought forth! 


I don’t suggest. that you try my 
choices necessarily. But I will give 
them as examples of the kind of thing 
that may happen to you. 

I had great success with raising the 
vesper iris, Iris dichotoma. 1 ordered 
it because one of my catalogs said it 
was the quickest and easiest of iris to 
grow from seed and I had never 
dreamed of raising iris from seed. I 
was entranced by the description, too, 
which said, “great high sprays of per- 
fumed flowers . . . translucent laven- 
der, but may range from creamy white 
to violet purple, with markings of ma- 
hogany, buff or copper.” I was also 
promised that, if I sowed them in early 
spring, some might bloom the same 
year. 

Mine didn’t. They bloomed the fol- 
lowing year and before they did, one 
garden book spoke most disparagingly 
of them, in fact advised “throwing the 
dingy things away.” But when mine 
did flower they were exquisite, though 
entirely different from what the cata- 
log had led me to expect. The stalks 
were tall, but the blossoms, lavender 
with copper markings, were miniature 
iris. Too delicate and evanescent for 
any spectacular display, they were 
most distinctive in their own small 
way. Certainly not dingy! 

I also tried Burpee’s annual mal- 





lows, which were bright pink, gay and 
pretty, though a little ordinary. Very 
easily raised from seed, however. 
(This year I tried the seed of the an- 
nual hollyhock INDIAN SPRING instead 
and liked them much better. They 
look like the well-known bienpials, but 
bloom later.) 

Last year I was very fortunate. 
From Pearce’s, I ordered seeds of a 
linaria, Linaria purpurea CANON 
West, a hardy perennial which 
bloomed the first year and which is 
simply enchanting. It grows com- 
pactly and has many sprays of pure 
pink flowers like tiny snapdragons or 
rather, like some of the smaller or- 
chids. It blooms from June on. 

Equally delightful was the Gaura 
lindheimeri, which also bloomed from 
seed the first year and blooms in my 
garden now. The four-petalled white 
flowers are tilted on long wiry stems, 
and the effect is that of a horde of deli- 
cate butterflies poised over the plant. 

Both of these are real finds. The 
plants themselves are attractive and 
unobstrusive, and the dainty sprays 
are most satisfactory as cut flowers.®

in bundles, labeled and stored in moist 
vermiculite, peatmoss or sand, or a 
mixture of these. Store for two or 
three weeks at a temperature of about 
70° to hasten formation of callus tis- 
sue. Then reduce the temperature to 
between 35° and 45° to discourage 
premature growth of shoots. If you do 
not have a place in your home where 
this temperature can be maintained, 
cuttings can be buried outdoors in 
sandy soil at a depth of about 1 foot. 
Carefully mark the spot so you will be 
able to find them later. As soon as the 
ground is workable next spring, dig 
up the cuttings and plant 2 to 3 inches 
apart in rows 15 or 18 inches apart. 
Plant them so that only the topmost 
bud is above ground. 

e Winter protection—Among the 
most suitable materials for protecting 
rock garden plants and broad-leaved 
evergreens such as rhododendrons are 
cut branches of almost any evergreen 
that is obtainable in quantity.

Fall planting; gordonias; black-spot of 
roses; hardwood cuttings; American 
Poinsettia Society. 


LL ACROSS THE SOUTH, from Texas 
to the Atlantic seaboard, it is time 
to plant shrubs, roses and trees. Once 
they are planted, trees are fixed objects 
that will last for at least a generation. 
For this reason they should be selected 
with great care. In the South we have 
a wide choice of material, much of it 
native. When using native plant mate- 
rial it is far safer to obtain it through 
your nurseryman than to attempt to 
dig it from the wild. Nursery-grown 
plants have far better root systems, 
are more shapely and may be trans- 
planted with a minimum of risk. 
@ Gordonias—One tree, a native 


of our Southern swamps, that I like 
very much and which may be ob- 
tained from leading nurserymen is 
Gordonia Lasianthus. (It must not be 
confused with G. alatamaha, the lost 
gordonia.) It is evergreen and is said 
to grow to a height of almost 40 feet. 
Given ample space, it develops into a 
shapely, broad-crowned specimen of 
considerable beauty. The white flow- 
ers with prominent clusters of yellow 
stamens which appear in August are 
slightly more than 2 inches across. 
A great virtue of this gordonia is that 
flowers begin to appear when the 
plants are quite small. My young plant, 
which was hardly 3 feet high, had not 
less than fifty flower buds on it this 
season. 

G. alatamaha is the species most 
persons think of when the name gor- 
donia is mentioned. The leaves of 
G. alatamaha are larger than those of 
G. Lasianthus and are lighter in both 
color and texture. The flowers are on 
very short stems, pure white, with the 
same clusters of golden stamens as 
those of G. Lasianthus, but the flowers 
are much larger and more showy. Be- 
fore the leaves fall they turn to bril- 
liant autumn colors. 

There is not a great deal of litera- 
ture available on gordonias, but it is

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shade, a deep, rich, loamy, acid soil, 
considerable moisture but perfect 
drainage. A situation that would suit 
camellias should satisfy them. 

e Black-spot of roses—Many rose 
growers in the South make the mistake 
of discontinuing use of fungicides with 
the coming of winter. Roses in the 
South are never completely dormant 
and neither is black-spot fungus. Both 
the plants and the surfaces of the beds 
should have occasional applications of 
a fungicide. Such treatment will do 
much to keep down the ravages of 
black-spot next spring and summer. 

e Hardwood cuttings—Early De- 
cember is perhaps the best time of the 
year to take hardwood cuttings in the 
South. Cuttings of many species taken 
this month root better for me than 
those from the same species taken in 
summer. For winter cuttings you may 
take pieces much longer than for 
greenwood or summer cuttings—6 to 8 
inches is not too long. An old method, 
very good but rarely used by home 
gardeners these days, entails taking the 
cuttings and tying them in bundles of 
about fifty, with the base ends approxi- 
mately even. In a sunny spot dig a 
hole about 10 inches deep and place 
the bundles of cuttings in it, on end, 
with the base ends up, top ends down,

The heat 
from the sun will soon induce callus- 
ing and the cuttings may be taken up 
about the last of February and planted 
in the growing beds. Cover about one- 
half their length and water thoroughly 
to settle soil.

Question of the Month 


Q. 1 want to grow some hollies from 
seed. How should I handle them? 

A. Crush the seed gently, enough to 
remove or flatten the fleshy outer lay- 
ers but not enough to break the ker- 
nels. Place alternate layers of sand 
and seed in a box or flower pot and 
place the container outdoors in a pro- 
tected area. In March take the seed 
out and plant % inch deep in good 
soil in a shady location.®

evening. Poinsettias are a short-day 
plant; if they do not get thirteen 
hours of uninterrupted darkness, they 
fail to bloom and bracts remain green. 

e House plants—The dark days of 
December and January are particularly 
hard on house plants. They dislike 
high temperature, low light, too much 
water and overfeeding. Cut down 
watering to a point that is just enough 
to keep the leaves plump. 

¢ Delphinium seed—Those lucky 
enough to have greenhouses should 
sow delphinum seed in the week be- 
tween Christmas and New Year’s Day. 
Planted outdoors in spring, these early- 
sown plants will bloom soon after the 
big June display from established 
plants two to three years old. 

e Check stored bulbs and tubers— 
Go over bulbs and tubers in storage 
to see that they are neither shriveling 
nor rotting. One good way to kill 
thrips on gladiolus corms, if they have 
not been dusted with DDT, is to move 
the corms into a temperature of be- 
tween 50°-55° for ten days. This will 
wake up dormant thrips. When the 
corms are again returned to a tem- 
perature below 42° the thrips will be 
killed.

e Butterfly bush and desmodium— 
These two shrubs present a special 
problem. If the tops are not cut back 
in fall, the wood may remain alive 
over winter. Don’t be tempted to leave 
this living wood intact next spring. 
These shrubs flower better if the old 
wood is cut to the ground in spring. 
Do not cut back in fall or winter, 
however, as the living wood seems to 
contribute some growth substance to 
the plant by spring. 

© Dormant spraying—D or mant 
sprays can be applied any time tem- 
perature goes above 40° for eight 
hours.

A. Removing wood prevents flower- 
ing for three years on all stems cut. 
Better to cut back a third of the old 
stems to the ground each year. Then 
you will at least have some flowers on 
the bush each year. 

Q. How can I protect young fruit 
trees from rabbits? 

A. Wrap the stems to above the 
snow line with %-inch hardware cloth 
or heavy aluminum foil. Or dissolve 
7 pounds of powdered rosin (available 
in paint stores) in a gallon of grain 
alcohol. This may take two days to 
dissolve. Paint trunks with this as high 
as rabbits can reach—about 18 inches 
above deepest snow expected.®

at a season when most other plants are 
dull and lifeless, Then, as the hot 
weather of summer comes on, not 
wanting to cause you any trouble with 
extra watering at a time when it’s too 
hot to work, it takes a little nap, drops 
some leaves, and lets the other plants 
provide the color.

e Anemone and _ ranunculus— 
Anemone bulbs are cone-shaped and 
should be planted with the tip point- 
ing down. The ranunculus bulbs should 
be planted claws downward. Soak the 
bulbs of both in water for 2-4 hours 
before planting. Set out no closer than 
6 inches apart, and at a depth not ex- 
ceeding 2 inches. The soil should have 
lots of peatmoss in it for humus value. 

Anemones are fond of moisture, so 
place a slight ridge around the beds, 
so that they may be occasionally 
flooded with water in the springtime 
when they’re blooming. Also, it’s a 
good idea to treat the site with dieldrin 
granules to get rid of soil pests. 

© Wildflower gardens—A_ wild- 
flower garden is well fitted to these 
inflationary days, for it can be man- 
aged on a low budget. It needs little

The wildflower garden does need 
help to get started. After the flowers 
are established they will be glad to 
take over. The ground where annual 
wildflower seed is to be sown must be 
cleared enough to let the seeds actually 
make contact with the soil. Sow them 
where they are to be grown; don’t 
sow too thickly and rake them in 
lightly. If the seed is very fine, mix 
some sand with it and it will be easier 
to handle and less likely to get sown 
in patches. Most of the stores carry 
wildfiower seed mixtures which yield 
color for many weeks in the spring.

Q. Can you suggest an unusual shade 
tree to plant along the street? 

A. These are recommended; they’re 
good, and they’re not expensive: Nor- 
way maple; catalpa; modesto ash; 
Gingko biloba (maiden hair tree);

Questions of the Month 


Q. Is it too late to save tuberoses 
which were not dug earlier? 

A. If the ground has not yet frozen 
in your area you may still save the 
tubers. Dig, dry, and store in a cool, 
dry location until spring. If ground 
has frozen, tubers may be spoiled, in 
which case they will appear rotted. 

‘Q. 1 have a lemon verbena and 
pineapple sage plant which I potted 
and brought indoors. What are tem- 
perature and fertilizer requirements? 

A. Keep in a sunny room at 40° 
to 50°. Do not fertilize now—wait 
until early spring. 

Q. The flowers on my African-vio- 
let drop off when only half open. Why? 

A. The air may be too dry. Increase 
humidity by resting pot on a tray of 
pebbles with water not quite to the 
bottom of the pot. Also, escaping gas 
in minute quantities will sometimes 
cause flowers to drop. 

Q. How can I prevent leaf curl on 
my peach trees next year? 

A. Use a dormant spray early this 
month before winter buds begin to 
swell.®

few unrooted cuttings in a plastic bag.

Furthermore, they have to reveal some 
new merit in regard to present existing 
varieties, controls being grown in the 
same ground for immediate compari- 
son. When it is remembered that from 
75 to 150 new varieties are sent in 
every year for trial, and seldom more 
than a half-dozen awards won, it will 
be appreciated that the standard is 
pretty high. In the last ten years it 
has become increasingly difficult to 
gain such recognition, for not only 


must a variety prove practically 100% ° 


true (one rogue is allowed) but 
malformation of bloom, smallness of 
bloom, or even few blooms to a stem 
discredits a seedling immediately. 
From this it will be seen how valu- 
able is an award and how greatly our 
American friends are to be congratu- 
lated.—(Rev.) D. Gourlay Thomas.®

Preview — 1958

HAT WILL A LAWN MOWER look 

like in the space era some twenty- 
five years hence? At the National 
Hardware Show we got a glimpse of 
it—and it’s just what you would ex- 
pect. This dream mower of the future 
is called the Simplicity Wonder-Boy 
X-100. One spectator called it a 
“space ship with rotary blade,” an- 
other—more in the 1957 realm— 
called it a helicopter with the blade 
underneath. 

Actually, this mower of the future 
is slated to do almost everything for 
your lawn—mow, feed, seed, spray, 
haul equipment and remove snow— 
and on weekends it doubles as a golf 
cart. In the plastic bubble to protect 
you from the weather there is an air- 
conditioning unit, radio-telephone and 
a cooling system to provide chilled 
drinks, all operated by pushing but- 
tons. 

But don’t look for this machine in 
your local store in 1958. This was 
just a model and a means of introduc- 
ing the Simplicity Wonder-Boy which 
will be available next year. The 1958 
Wonder-Boy is a four-wheel riding 
power unit, adaptable to either a 30- 
inch or 24-inch rotary mower. It also 
has a hitch in the rear for attaching 
gang mowers to cut a full 59-inch 
swath. It has two speeds—forward 
and reverse—and steers with an air- 
plane joy stick. 

In addition to the Wonder-Boy 
mower, Simplicity also has a line of 
tillers for 1958. The highlight of the 
tiller and tractor line for 1958 is an 
increase in horsepower, which means 
the little giants will be able to do even 
more work than ever. 

Getting back to riding mowers— 
which were more in evidence this year 
than ever—Lawn Boy has an entirely 
new idea. They call this machine the 
“Loafer” and it could be termed a 
powered sulky. Any Lawn Boy rotary 
mower, 1958 or earlier model, can be 
attached to the front of this power 
sulky, which propels it over the lawn. 
I saw this particular model in opera- 
tion and it was able to go up a rather 
steep incline quite easily. There are 
two engines—one propelling the 
mower blade and the other pushing 
the mower and operator—and alli the 
power is utilized. Another interesting 
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thing I noticed was that there was a 
natural braking when going down an 
incline. The machine operated at the 
same speed going down as it did going 
up. 

Each year we see some new engi- 
neering advances on lawn mowers. A 
very unique clutch arrangement will 
be found on the Vogt self-propelled 
model. The machine can be operated 
in free wheeling, like any push model. 
To put it into motion, the handle is 
lifted and engaged with a squeeze 
lever. The machine will operate as 
long as the lever is held in place. 
When the lever is released, the ma- 
chine automatically goes out of gear 
and is no longer in motion. This ap- 
pears to be quite a safety advantage. 

Another safety feature we found 
was on the Savage and Worcester rid- 
ing mowers—new for 1958. These 
machines can also be put into free 
wheeling for easy pushing when stor- 
ing or moving about. But the real 
safety feature is on the clutch that 
puts the blade into operation. This is 


operated by a foot pedal. When the: 


pedal is released—by kicking a simple 
lock—there is a brake arrangement 
that stops the momentum of the blade, 
bringing it to an almost immediate 
standstill. 

But there were a lot of other things 
in the show besides lawn mowers. 
Garden tractors will be more power- 
ful next year. Almost all machines 
have added an extra half or full horse- 
power. Of course, this means that one 
of the objections to small tractors is on 
the way to being overcome—that is, 
they are not powerful enough to do 
heavy work. 

The new item in the Roto-Hoe line 
is their model 400 which has a full 
4 H.P. engine. This is a stepped-up 
version of their 300 model which has 
about a 3%4-H.P. engine. Another 
feature (optional) is electric starting. 
All the standard attachments are avail- 
able, which include tiller, snow blower, 
mower, etc. Qf course, the smaller 
Roto-Hoes haven’t been standing still, 
either. New improvements were noted 
on them, too. 

New for 1958 in the Gilson Bros. 
line is their “Cone Combination” tiller 
and mower. The drive on this combi- 
nation is direct from the engine and 
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Ariens new JET is the easiest 
handling, low-cost tiller made!

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has no belts or chains. It makes use 
of a cone clutch. The engine is moved 
from one implement to the other 
merely by slipping it down over the 
cone clutch. It is held in place by one 
lever. Gilson Bros. also has three 
other tiliers—the “Corporal,” “Imp,” 
and the “Super.” All are well made 
and extremely sturdy. Incidentally, 
Gilson is one of the oldest names in 
the garden tiller field. 

The name Eveready is very well 
known, especially in the battery field. 
Well, next year when you walk into 
your garden store you may well see 
this same name, but not on batteries. 
Union Carbide—maker of the Eve- 
ready batteries—is coming out with 
a full line of garden dusts under the 
Eveready name. The line will include 
Rose Dust, Floral Dust, Vegetable 
Dust, Tomato Dust and Ant Killer, 
in squeeze dusters and bags. There 
will also be two sprays, fruit and gar- 
den, two aerosols, Rose and Home, 
and Garden Insect Killer, in addition 
to a crabgrass killer and total weed 
killer. This is a new line to look for 
and try in 1958. 

Another well-known name in the 
garden field will be more prominent 
next season. Vaughan’s now has a line 
of garden chemicals under their own 
name which will be sold through gar- 
den centers and other garden stores. 
Included in the line is their K.O. 
Crabgrass and Weed Killer containing 
Sodar. Another item is Formula Z 
which is a lawn fungicide to take care 
of almost all lawn diseases. A new 
item for 1958 from Vaughan’s is Val 
Peat pots. These are used for starting 
seeds or transplanting seedlings and 
cuttings. They are made of Canadian 
peat and come in three sizes—1%, 
2% and 3 inches. 

We started on a lawn mower note, 
and we can end on one, too. From 
down South comes the Yazoo mower 
which is quite unique in that it makes 
use of large wheels—about the size 
of those found on smaller bicycles. 
This is a heavy-duty machine and will 
wut through thick weeds. The rotary 
mower, of course, can also be used 
for regular lawn mowing. 

Just this fall there came to light a 
new use for one of the standard gar- 
den products—Wilt-Pruf. We have 
long known how valuable this material 
is for protecting plants at planting 
time by giving them a protective coat- 
ing to prevent wilting. Now we learn 
that this coating also can be applied to 
plants in the fall and early winter to 
protect them from winter injury. It can 
also be used to keep Christmas trees 
and greens fresh indoors. Wilt-Pruf is 
available by mail from Nursery Spe- 
cialty Products, Inc., Croton Falls,

The month of December again puts the spotlight on 
the Christmas-rose (Helleborus niger). It is not, of 
course, a true rose—it is a perennial with evergreen 
foliage and white flowers. It blooms all winter, often 
beginning in late fall and continuing through cold 
weather and snow until spring. So it is possible to 
pick flowers from your Christmas-rose plants on 
Christmas day and use them in an arrangement! 
(In fact, FLoweR GROWER’s editors would be inter- 
ested in hearing how readers who have grown the 
Christmas-rose have used its flowers in their holiday 
decorations.) Plant the Christmas-rose even if you 
live in the frozen North, but in very cold weather, 
protect the flowers with a box. 
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Here are 9 plants 
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Maranta leuconeura Kerchoveana 
(Prayer plant) 


Poms THE COLLOQUIAL NAME of 
prayer plant, this attractive foli- 
age house plant has achieved consider- 
able popularity during recent years. 
On a number of occasions I have seen 
it offered for sale in ten-cent stores. 
In season it bears spikes of tiny white 
flowers that are of less importance 
from an ornamental point of view than 
the leaves. 

The name prayer plant refers to the 
fact that at night the leaves are raised 
erectly and more or less face each 
other, like hands lifted in prayer. 
During the day leaves spread _ hori- 
zontally. They are oval, green above, 
paler along the midrib and side veins 
and have dark  chocolate-colored 
blotches flanking the center vein. The 
under sides are glaucous or purplish 
and often red spotted. The plant grows 
about 6 inches high. 

A native of Brazil, it inhabits moist 
tropical forests, luxuriating in soil rich 
in decayed organic matter and a 
humid atmosphere. ‘This explains why 
plants often fail in the dry atmosphere 
of houses. Low light intensity also 
characterizes its natural environment, 
where plants are shaded by an over- 
head canopy of trees. 

It is best grown as a terrarium plant 
or in a shaded greenhouse. Its soil 
should contain an abundance of humus 
and should be well drained but always 
moist. A minimum temperature of 
60° should be maintained. Shade is 
necessary for the proper coloration of 
the leaves. Propagation is from divi- 
sion in spring.® 





Chrysanthemum nipponicum 


EING A SHRUB, this species differs 
from all other cultivated chrysan- 
themums. True, it does not exceed 2 
feet in height, but shrub it is, for its 
woody stems and branches persist 
through winter and in spring come 
alive with fat green buds. The leaves 
are smooth and fleshy, 2 to 312 inches 
long, spoon-shaped and crowded 
toward the tops of branches. Flowers 
resemble handsome Shasta daisies, are 
pure white with yellow centers and of 
firm substance that stands up well 
under adverse weather. Of good size, 
up to 3 inches in diameter, the flowers 
are excellent for arrangement and last 
a long time when cut. 

Chrysanthemum nipponicum flowers 
in the late fall and so is especially 
welcome for planting in borders, beds 
and rock gardens. It thrives near the 
sea. A sandy soil or any soil that is 
not waterlogged suits it well. A loca- 
tion in full sun is necessary for proper 
growth. 

New plants may be had by dividing 
old specimens in spring, but a better 
method of increase is by means of cut- 
tings of young shoots in summer or 
pieces of the woody stems in early 
spring. The latter, if planted with their 
tips protruding from sandy soil, soon 
root and form vigorous plants. Unfor- 
tunately, few nurseries stock this plant, 
and cuttings from a neighbor’s plant 
may be the only means of acquiring 
stock. . 

A native of Japan, this low shrub 
is hardy as far north as Southern New 
York and perhaps farther.® 
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Schizophragma hydrangeoides 
(Climbing-hydrangea ) 


HIS IS ONE Of two hardy vines some- 

times called climbing-hydrangea. 
The other is a true hydrangea, Hy- 
drangea petiolaris. Of the two, schizo- 
phragma is by far the less common. 
When in bloom they may be readily 
told apart, for the outer sterile flowers 
of the hydrangea have four large petal- 
like sepals, while those of schizo- 
phragma have only one. 

Schizophragmahydrangeoides 
climbs to 40 feet or more, attaching it- 
self to masonry or other support by 
short aerial roots. It is a native of 
Japan where it is reported to be a 
conspicuous feature in forests, often 
climbing to the uppermost branches of 
large trees. 

The schizophragmas are suitable for 
planting on north- or west-facing walls. 
They grow best in a rich loamy soil 
that is moist. They may be propagated 
by layering and by cuttings taken in 
summer and inserted in a sand propa- 
gating bed. The use of bottom heat 
hastens rooting. 

The leaves of S. hydrangeoides are 
broadly ovate with a heart-shaped or 
tapering base. They are 4 to 6 inches 
long and half to two thirds as wide. 
They are coarsely veined and are 
toothed at the margins. The tiny white, 
slightly fragrant flowers are borne in 
large flatish clusters in July. The main 
attraction of the flower clusters is the 
creamy white sepals (or bracts) that 
are produced from some of the mar- 
ginal flowers. These showy sepals are 
1 to 1% inches long and are borne on 
stalks of about similar length.®

Allium tuberosum 


LLIUMS are most satisfactory sum- 
mer-flowering perennials worthy 
of wider cultivation. This one blooms 
for several weeks in August and Sep- 
tember, its flowers white, fragrant and 
attractive. It grows vigorously, seems 
to be free of pests and diseases and is 
easily propagated by division and by 
seeds. The plant usually colonizes 
rapidly from self-sown seeds. 

I have known Allium tuberosum for 
more than a quarter of a century. My 
first plants came from the garden of 
the late Louise Beebe Wilder under the 
name of Allium odorum and represent 
the stock discussed in her most valu- 
able book Adventures with Hardy 
Bulbs. It is plants of that same stock 
» that are discussed and pictured here. 

The late Dr. E. D. Merrill once told 
me that the name Allium odorum cov- 
ered an assemblage of closely related 
species and identified the particular one 
to which I now refer as Allium tuber- 
osum,. It is a native of Eastern Asia 
and is reported to be a favorite salad 
plant of the Chinese. 

This plant is bulbous, grows to a 
height of about 2% feet and has re- 
curved leaves that are 1 to 1% feet 
long and about 5/16 of an inch broad. 
They are thick and slightly glaucous. 
The many flower stems are erect, glau- 
cous and strongly two-angled. Each 
is crowned with a dense spherical head 
of fifty or more violet-scented flowers. 
As with most members of the onion 
family, all parts of the plant emit a 


strong odor if bruised. This plant - 


needs full sun and a porous soil.® 


Santolina chamaecyparissus 
(Lavender cotton) 


AVENDER COTTON is a popular low 
| Forticesiond shrub native to Southern 
Europe and hardy at least as far north 
as Southern New York. Its especial 
value lies in its dense, branched growth 
and the beauty of its silvery white, 
finely cut foliage. The plant forms a 
compact, spreading bush 1% to 2 feet 
high. The yellow flowers, which are 
of little consequence, are in tight, 
button-like heads and are borne in 
summer. 

Lavender cotton is favored for use 
in rock and herb gardens and as a low 
edging plant. The foliage, when 
bruised, emits a powerful, rather pun- 
gent odor which makes it a favorite 
ingredient for a potpourri and in other 
ways very dear to the hearts of herb 
fanciers. The plant is also valued for 
use in knot gardens, carpet bedding 
and similar pattern plantings. The sil- 
very-gray foliage offers a pleasing con- 
trast to green-leaved plants or bril- 
liantly colored flowers. 

The plant needs a_ well-drained, 
porous soil and full sun. Avoid ex- 
cessive use of nitrogenous fertilizers. 
Foliage can be sheared but this should 
be done without cutting back into old 
wood (thick branches); two or three 
shearings during summer are ordinarily 
sufficient. Plants may be readily prop- 
agated in summer from cuttings of 
young firm shoots planted in a bed of 
packed sand in a shaded cold frame 
or under a glass jar. Early spring and 
late fall cuttings are best rooted in a 
greenhouse. Increase may also be had 
by pegging branches into ground.®

Oxypetalum caeruleum 


HIS LITTLE-KNOWN RELATIVE of the 

milkweeds is a worthwhile plant to 
grow as a perennial in the warmer 
parts of the United States. Elsewhere 
it can be grown as a summer annual 
and is delightful when grown in pots in 
a greenhouse. A native of Brazil and 
Uruguay, this species was cultivated 
over a century ago but has never be- 
come popular. In botanical and horti- 
cultural literature it is sometimes re- 
ferred to as Tweedia coerulea but this 
name is obsolete. 

Seed sown outdoors in early spring 
produces plants that flower in summer; 
seeds sown in a greenhouse in late 
summer or early fall give rise to plants 
that bloom the following spring. 

Plants grow best in a fertile, well- 
drained soil in full sun and should 
be spaced about 6 inches apart. When 
grown indoors in pots, plants attain a 
height of about 3 feet but are usually 
less than half this height when grown 
outdoors in the North. Plants grown 
indoors need to be staked and pinched 
once or twice to induce branching. 
The stems are long and willowy and 
covered with whitish hairs. The gray- 
ish green leaves are narrowly heart 
shaped and flowers are borne in pan- 
icles. Each flower is about 1 inch in 
diameter with five petals arranged in 
the form of a star. When fully open 
the flowers are a beautiful pale blue; in 
bud they are pinkish and when they 
pass maturity they fade to purple. 
The fragrance of the flowers is rather 
unpleasant but since it is apparent only 
at close range it is not objectionable.®

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Helianthus debilis 
(Cucumber-leaved sunflower) 


i HE CUCUMBER-LEAVED sunflower is 
a native of the Southern United 
States, from Florida to Texas. An an- 
nual, it is valuable as a garden flower 
for cutting and is a parent of a number 
of handsome strains of small-flowered 
sunflowers. These strains were devel- 
oped by crossing the common large- 
flowered sunflower Helianthus annuus 
with the smaller flowered H. debilis. 
Typical of the newer small-flowered 
types are the STELLA and EXxcELSIor 
hybrids. 

These small-flowered derivatives of 
H. debilis are small flowered only when 
compared with the _ giant-flowered 
’ H. annuus and its varieties, some of 
which may have flower heads exceed- 
ing 1 foot across. The flower heads of 
the H. debilis hybrids are usually 4 to 
6 inches across. 

In color the flowers vary from prim- 
rose yellow through golden yellow and 
to various shades of bronze and reddish 
chestnut. They are splendid plants for 
decorating the flower border during the 
summer and provide a long succession 
of flowers suitable for cutting. The 
plants vary in height from about 32 
to 4% feet depending to some extent 
upon the fertility of the soil and the 
amount of moisture available. They do 
not produce an excessive amount of 
foliage and they have grace not pos- 
sessed by their better-known, large- 
flowered relatives. 

The culture of these sunflowers pre- 
sents no particular difficulties. The 
seeds, which are readily obtainable, 
may be sown directly where the plants 
are to bloom. Seed should not be sown 
until the ground has warmed up in the 
spring. If sown in rows 2 to 2% feet 
apart the young plants may later be 
thinned to stand about 1% feet apart. 
A sunny location should be selected 
and the ground should not be fertilized 
heavily. Since the plants grow fairly 
tall, staking may be necessary to pre- 
vent damage. If flowers are picked 
regularly before they go to seed the 
flowering season will be prolonged un- 
til the first heavy frost.® 
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Phellodendron amurense 
(Amur _cork-tree) 


g ese AMUR CORK-TREE Offers great 
possibilities as a shade tree for con- 
temporary homes and should be used 
more than it is at the present time. 
Although stocked by relatively few 
nurseries, sources are available. It is 
of noble appearance, yet even at ma- 
turity is not so large that it will dwarf 
or endanger a building. It is a hardy 
species, with a broad spreading head 
supported by a framework of stout 
branches that form an interesting pat- 
tern and give the impression of great 
strength. The tree is a native of China 
and Japan. 

The trunk and branches are covered 
with a thick, cork-like bark that adds 
interest to the landscape, especially in 
winter. The leaves are a dark green, 
rich and handsome in appearance. 
They are pinnate, each composed of 
five to thirteen leaflets, and these, when 
held up to the light, are seen to be 
marked with numerous semitranspar- 
ent dots. The flowers are tiny, yellow- 
ish green and are borne in panicles. 
They are not showy. The fruits, which 
are berry-like and 4 inch in diameter, 
are produced in large clusters. At first 
green, they turn black when ripe and 
remain on the tree for a long time after 
the leaves have fallen. They emit a tur- 
pentine odor when bruised. 

At maturity Phellodendron amurense 
may attain a height of 50 feet but 
usually it is somewhat shorter. It 
grows rapidly as a young specimen and 
more slowly as it ages. It is remark- 
ably free from pests and diseases. It 
is a little messy when it drops its fruit. 
Howeyer, since male and female flow- 
ers are produced on different trees, no 
fruit forms if only one sex is grown, 
provided there are no other cork trees 
on neighboring properties. 

It is readily propagated from seeds. 
Self-sown seedlings frequently spring 
up around mature specimens and can 
easily be dug and planted in the home 
nursery. Cuttings may be rooted with 
bottom heat in a greenhouse during 
the summer. This tree requires a deep, 
fertile and moderately moist soil.® 


lris cristata 
(Dwarf crested iris) 


HE DWARF CRESTED IRIS is one of 

the most lovely low flowering plants 
for growing in partial shade. It thrives 
under light woodland conditions and 
is excellent for planting in rock gardens 
or the foreground of the perennial 
border. Native from Maryland to 
Georgia and westward to Oklahoma, it 
is found in acid soils in rich woodlands 
and on banks and cliffs. 

This iris belongs in the evansia sec- 
tion of the genus and thus has affinity 
with the Japanese roof iris, /ris 
tectorum. The section is characterized 
by a toothed ridge which resembles a 
rooster’s comb and replaces the fa- 
miliar beard found in other irises. 

Iris cristata grows 4 to 8 inches high. 
The rather broad, slightly arching 
leaves narrow gradually to a point and 
are light green. The sprightly flowers 
are borne on stems shorter than the 
foliage but are readily seen. Each stem 
bears one or two blooms 2% to 3 
inches in diameter. In the typical 
species the petals are light lavender 
to lilac-purple. Each of the spreading 
sepals (falls) carries a several-ridged 
crest that is yellow or whitish, bordered 
by a white zone and outlined in violet 
or purple along the lower part of its 
length. A white-flowered form, /. cris- 
tata alba, is particularly choice. The 
flowers of both the white variety and 
the species possess a delicate spicy 
fragrance. Flowering is in May in ad- 
vance of the tall bearded iris. When 
interplanted with pansies and violas the 
effect is extremely charming. 

Provided an acid soil is available, 
I. cristata is not difficult to grow, but 
it will not thrive on alkaline soils. For 
its greatest contentment it should be 
given a soil with an abundance of leaf- 
mold or humus and one that never be- 
comes excessively dry but is never 
waterlogged. Dappled shade suits it 
well. Propagation may be had by 
means of seeds or division, the latter 
being done immediately after blooming 
is through. The white-flowered variety 
must be increased by division as it 
does not come true from seed.®

familiar molded forms—bells, eggs, 
balls—and the die-cut forms—letters, 
reindeer, Christmas trees, cupids, sleds, 
etc. But making your own designs and 
cutting them out of the larger slabs 
of Styrofoam is more fun, more eco- 
nomical and exercises your imagina- 
tion and creative skills. Countless 
props and accessories for decorations 
and flower arrangements can be home- 
made from Styrofoam. I have made 
Christmas decorations, table favors, 
package decorations, door pieces and 
wreath rings. 

To cut a design at home, one hereto- 
fore traced the pattern on: a block of 
Styrofoam with a pencil, then hacked 
away at it with a knife or jigsaw. The 
results were jagged at best. Faced with 
this problem I invented a device which 
will cut Styrofoam easily and rapidly. 
Having observed that this plastic foam 
melted when heat was applied to it, 
I attached a wire, stretched taut, to an 
electric toy train transformer. When 
the wire became heated, it slipped 
easily through the Styrofoam. The 
heated wire became the basic part of 
my device, which may be made from 
materials available in every household. 
The few materials needed are: 

1 toy train electric transformer. 

15 inches of nichrome wire. 

A mounting board: 1 inch thick

A metal arm: “%e inch thick and 

1144 inches wide, bent to a right 

angle 9 inches high and to extend 

over the mounting board 9 to 12 

inches. 

3 feet or more of electric wire. 

4 coaster buttons, electric wire con- 

nector, short bolts, nuts and screws 

as shown in diagram. 

Assembly of the device is clearly 
shown in the accompanying diagrams. 

Only patterns in profile can be cut 
with this device. It is extremely diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, to cut contours. 
Operation of the cutter is simple. Place 
a paper or lightweight cardboard pat- 
tern on the block of Styrofoam and 
anchor it in place with common pins. 
Heat the cutting wire to just under 
glow point; placing the block flat on 
the mounting board, gently guide the 
wire through it, following the edge of 
the pattern. It is advisable to trim 
away the excess portion of a large 
block of Styrofoam before cutting 
along the more detailed outlines of 
the pattern. Slabs of Styrofoam 14 to 
1 inch and less in thickness are much 
easier to work with than pieces 2 
inches or more in thickness. 

Do not force the cutting wire—it 
will bend, ruining both itself and the 
design. As soon as the wire is heated, 
however, guide it along the edges of 
the pattern with a smooth, even mo- 
tion to prevent melting of the Styro- 
foam, which will, of course, mar the 
clear outline of the design. If it is 
necessary to cut into a design in order 
te remove a center portion, as in mak- 
ing a ring, the severed pieces may be 
reunited with Styrofoam glue. With a 
little practice a clean-cut job can be 
done. Roughness can be smoothed 
away with sandpaper or emery board. 

My homemade cutting device is 
completely safe. There is no danger 
of a shock because the voltage is so 
low. However, you can burn yourself 
on the nichrome wire when it is heated. 

Color to brighten, and sequins and 
sparkle to glisten and shine, may be 
added to your designs in Styrofoam. 
Spray-paints are easy to use, but the 
base of some of these paints may melt 
the Styrofoam. To avoid waste and 
disappointment, use only those spray- 
paints designed especially for Styro- 
foam. To apply sparkle or glitter, 
spread a very light coat of colorless 
glue over the Styrofoam and sprinkle 
on the sparkle immediately. Beads, se- 
quins and the like may be held in 
place with short pins. 

I have spent many enjoyable hours 
working with this device, and have 
made many lovely designs with it. My 
Christmas decorations and flower ar- 
rangements are more beautiful with 
accessories of Styrofoam.®

Plants in 
the Christmas 
tradition 


by R. MILTON CARLETON 


ID YOU KISS BENEATH MISTLETOE 
last Christmas? If you did, you 
were momentarily in touch with a tra- 
dition older than Christmas itself— 
the ancient fertility rites of the Druids 
about which Pliny wrote centuries ago. 
Plants and the traditions which sur- 
round them are as much a part of 
Christmas as the gifts which com- 
memorate the offerings of the Magi 
to the Christ Child nearly 2000 years 
ago. True, today we may use a species 
other than the traditional one, as we 
use the southern mistletoe, Phoraden- 
dron flavescens, instead of the holy 
Viscum album of the Druid priesthood. 
Ancient Britons held mistletoe in 
superstitious awe—but not every plant 
of it that grew in the forests. To be 
considered holy, the mistletoe had to 
be growing on an oak, a tree on which 
it seldom grew. Oaks festooned with 
mistletoe were considered the abode 
of gods and were worshiped along with 
the mistletoe. 

The oak itself was venerated be- 
cause it could withstand the force of 
lightning, often without visible injury. 
Trees of lesser strength were shattered 
by its bolts; the stout oak remained 
erect. Out of this awesome defiance 
of the elements came the name “thun- 
der besom” which was once also ap- 
plied to mistletoe. 

Gathered in cloths of virgin white 
with rites in which pure white bulls 
were sacrificed, mistletoe was a holy 
object to be worshiped, a fetish that 
cured diseases and fended the evil eye 
of witches. 

In the North of England, where 
mistletoe rarely grows and is almost 
never found on oaks, an evergreen 
bough decorated with nuts and fruits 
took its place in religious rites. Some 
think that our present-day Christmas 
tree stems from this custom. 

Holly, too, was considered sacred by 
the Druids and was used in the an- 
cient religious rites that predate Christ- 
mas. Later the near-white wood was 
looked upon as a symbol of Christ’s 
purity and taken over by the early 
church. Many ancient religious rel- 
iquaries were made of this wood. 

One of the most fascinating legends 
about Christmas is that of the Glas- 
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tonbury thorn tree. A venerable spec- 
imen of Crataegus monogyna praecox, 
it once stood near ancient Glastonbury 
Abbey. 

This species of thorn tree is remark- 
able for its early bloom, often leafing 
out and flowering when snow is still 
on the ground. The original tree of 
tradition stood on Glastonbury Tor, a 
prominent hill that thrusts upward 
from the fiat plains surrounding the 
Abbey. 

Its story begins with Joseph of Ari- 
mathea, the purported uncle of Jesus. 
Inspired by a vision, Joseph fled with 
the Holy Grail to save it from the fury 
of the persecutors of the Christ Child. 
After a journey of several months, he 
and his party came to Glastonbury 
Tor, which, from its form, he took to 
be a heaven-sent re-creation of Mount 
Tabor. 

Weary from his trip, Joseph thrust 
his staff into the earth. Instantly, as 
a sign from heaven, it took root and 
flowered. Accepting this as a sign that 
he had reached his journey’s end, 
Joseph laid the Grail upon the earth. 

As if by magic, a spring broke from 
the Tor and formed what is still known 
as Chalice Stream. By its banks Joseph 
erected a rude chapel of mud and 
reeds. The Glastonbury Thorn then 
became a rallying point for all defend- 
ers of the Faith, including St. Patrick, 
King Arthur and Queen Guinevere. 

Years later, stripped of its branches 
by pilgrims, the original tree died, but 
not until many of its descendants had 
taken root in churchyards and gardens 
all over Britai». One of these is still 
at Glastonbury Abbey and _ usually 
flowers in December. 

Only one flowering specimen of 
this thorn tree is found in the United 
States. At the New York Botanical 
Garden, it refuses to adhere to sched- 
ule, usually flowering in mid-October. 

The use of Christmas trees, such as 
pine and spruce, is probably a survival 
of ancient Norse customs. About the 
turn of the year Norsemen erected 
poles in their huts to b mg good luck 
and drive away evil spi. ts. 

Churchmen at first fought the intro- 
duction of the Christmas tree as a part 
of the Christmas tradition. As late as 
1740, a pastor of a church in Germany 
denounced it as a pagan custom, not 
to be followed by Christians. How- 
ever, it persisted and has been accepted 
as a fitting part of our Christmas tra- 
ditions. 

Early in the 18th Century, the use 
of Christmas trees was revived in 
Sweden and spread to France and Ger- 
many about the middle of the century. 

The first Christmas trees seen on 
the American continent were cut from 
forests during the Revolution by Hes- 
sians hired by the British to fight the 
American colonists.®
